Table of Documents to be Filed in Respect of the Clearance 
of National Issues. 


The table of documents to be filed in respect of the clearance 
of national issues for National Policy No. 1 (the “Table") has 
been revised pursuant to the 1988 spring meeting of the 
Canadian Securities Administrators. The revised Table is to 
take effect immediately. The revision incorporates the various 
legislative changes made by the respective Canadian Secur- 
ities Administrators. 


The above amendments to National Policy No. 1 are 
reproduced in Chapter 5 of this edition of the Bulletin.

1.2.1 MUTUAL FUND DEALER REGISTRATION 
AS LIMITED MARKET DEALER - Press 
Release

MUTUAL FUND DEALER REGISTRATION 
AS LIMITED MARKET DEALER 


Prior to the passage of the June 30, 1987 amendments to the 
Regulation ("Regulation") under the Securities Act (Ontario) 
("Act") some dealers registered in the category of mutual fund 
dealer carried on business in what was formerly known as the 
“exempt market" in addition to trading in mutual fund secur- 
ities. 


By virtue of section 178 of the Regulation the registration ex- 
emptions contained in the Act and the Regulation are no 
longer available to market intermediaries except in limited cir- 
cumstances. As a result, mutual fund dealers are now re- 
quired to obtain registration in an appropriate category to be 
able to trade in securities which formerly were part of the ex- 
empt market. 


In general, the Commission has discouraged the practice 
of permitting dual or multiple registrations (see OSC Policy 
4.4). In the context of reviewing this issue generally in light of 
the June 30, 1987 amendments to the Regulation, the Com- 
mission is prepared to make an interim accommodation to 
mutual fund dealers seeking dual registration as limited mar- 
ket dealers to allow continued trading in previously exempt 
market transactions. The Commission will issue a notice dis- 
closing the date on which the interim accommodation des- 
cribed below will cease to be available. Such date will be no 
later than the date of termination of the presently existing sys- 
tem of conditional registration for limited market dealers (i.e. 
December 31, 1988). 


The Commission will accept applications for review on the 
following basis: 


1. the applicant must be a separate corporation which 
is affiliated with the sponsoring mutual fund dealer; 


2. the basic initial registration requirements will be those 
applicable to the category of securities dealer subject 
to alteration by the Commission as may be advisable 
in the circumstances; 


3. the applicant must submit with its application a list of 
its intended salespersons who are currently regis- 
tered with the Commission as salespersons of the 
sponsoring mutual fund dealer; 


4. the applicant must submit for each of its proposed 
salespersons a copy of the Form 4 filed by such per- 
son in connection with the mutual fund dealer 
registration together with a certificate from each such 
salesperson that the information contained in the 
Form 4 is complete and accurate as of the date of 
the application; 


5. persons registered as directors, officers or salesper- 
sons of the limited market dealer must satisfy the 
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proficiency requirements applicable to a securities 
dealer registrant within 120 days after the date of 
registration as a limited market dealer. The corporate 
applicant must notify the Commission of compliance 
with this requirement, failing which the limited market 
dealer registration of the applicable individuals will be 
cancelled; 


each applicant must submit with its application a 
description of the proposed market intermediary ac- 
tivities to be carried out by the applicant under its 
registration. This description should include the pro- 
posed business activities of the applicant, a profile 
of its intended client base, whether it proposes to act 
as principal or agent or both, and whether it will hold 
the funds or other assets of its clients; and 


in addition to corporate fees, each applicant shall 
submit payment of a fee of $100 for each salesper- 
son who is registered both with the limited market 
dealer and the mutual fund dealer. 


The effect of obtaining registration as set out in this notice 
will be to enable the employees of the mutual fund dealer to 
be registered salespersons of both the mutual fund dealer 
and the limited market dealer until such time as the 
proficiency requirements set out in paragraph 5 above have 
been satisfied. Once the proficiency requirements have been 
Satisfied, each dually licensed individual will be required to 
elect to maintain registration in one registrant only (i.e. mutual 
fund dealer or limited market dealer) and the limited market 
dealer registrant may apply for registration as a securities 


dealer.

Chapter 3 


Reasons: Decisions, Orders and Rulings 


THERE IS NO MATERIAL FOR THIS CHAPTER

This Application is made on behalf of the Kuwait Investment Office 
of the Kuwait Investment Authority (the “Purchaser") for an order 
pursuant to clause 100c(2)(c) of the Securities Act (Ontario) (the 
"Act") for an order exempting the Purchaser from subsection 96(2) of 
the Act in respect of certain proposed arrangements between the 
Purchaser and Power Corporation of Canada ("Power"). Attached is a 
draft order for your consideration. 


The Purchaser 


Kuwait Investment Office is an office of the Kuwait Investment 
Authority, the agency of the Government of the State of Kuwait 
responsible for investing the funds of the State of Kuwait. The 
Kuwait Investment Office is located at St. Vedast: House, 150 Cheap- 
side, London, England. 


On June 6, 1988, the Purchaser announced that it propose to make an 
offer by way of take-over bid circular to purchase 10,500,000 common 
shares of Consolidated-Bathurst Inc. ("Target"), in any combination 
of Series A common shares and Series B common shares, at a price of 
$19.00 per share. The 10,500,000 common shares sought represent 
approximately 10.3% of the outstanding common shares of Target. The 
Purchaser is making the Offer for the purpose of acquiring a long- 
term investment in Target.

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The Offeree Company 


Target is a federally incorporated corporation, the common shares of 
which are listed on The Toronto Stock Exchange and The Montreal 
Exchange. The authorized capital of Target is an unlimited number 
of common shares issuable as Series A or Series B common shares. As 
at February 25, 1988, there were outstanding 102,307,074 common 
shares of Target (hereafter referred to as “Shares"). The Series A 
common shares and the Series B common shares have identical rights 
except that Series A common shares pay cash dividends and Series B 
common shares pay stock dividends. The Series A common shares and 
Series B common shares are interconvertible on a share-for-share 
basis. 


Power beneficially owns an aggregate of 40,970,160 Shares, 
representing approximately 40% of the outstanding Shares. To the 
knowledge of the Purchaser, the only other shareholder in excess of 
5% of the outstanding shares is Associated Newspapers Holdings plc 
which indirectly beneficially owns 15,134,384 Shares representing 
approximately 15% of the outstanding Shares. 


Power has agreed that it will not tender any of its Shares pursuant 
to the Offer. The Purchaser is not aware of the intentions of any 
other shareholders with respect to the Offer. 


Arrangements with Power 


The Purchaser, Power and 162293 Canada Inc. (the "Nominee Company") 
have agreed to enter into a voting trust agreement (the "Voting 
Trust Agreement") upon the acquisition by the Purchaser of not less 
than 10,500,000 Shares. The Voting Trust Agreement will have an 
initial term of five years and will be automatically extended from 
year to year thereafter unless notice of termination is given by 
either the Purchaser or Power not less than 90 days prior to the 
expiry of the initial or any renewal term. 


Pursuant to the Voting Trust Agreement, the Purchaser and Power will 
deposit certificates for Shares owned, or thereafter acquired, 
directly or indirectly by either of them with the Nominee Company as 
nominee for the party depositing such certificates. During the term 
of the Voting Trust Agreement, on any matter other than the election 
of directors, all of the Shares beneficially owned by the Purchaser 
and held by the Nominee Company will be voted in such manner as the 
Purchaser may direct. All Shares held by the Nominee Company which 
are beneficially owned by the Purchaser, and all Shares held by the 
Nominee Company which are beneficially owned by the Purchaser when 
the Purchaser has not made any direction as to voting on any matter, 
may be voted in such manner as the Nominee Company in its sole 
discretion determines, except that, at the request of the Purchaser, 
all Shares held by the Nominee Company will be voted for the election 
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of two nominees of the Purchaser as directors of the Company. The 
Voting Trust Agreement will provide that all distributions on the 
Shares held by the Nominee Company will be received by the Nominee 
Company as nominee and will be remitted by the Nominee Company to 
the beneficial owner of such Shares. 


The Voting Trust Agreement will provide that the Purchaser may not 
Gispose of any Shares during the initial five year term of that 
agreement, unless Power disposes of Shares held by it. MThereafter, 
the Voting Trust Agreement will confer upon Power or its designee a 
right of first refusal in respect of the Shares beneficially owned 
by the Purchaser. In the event that the Purchaser wishes to sell 
any such Shares after the initial five year term of the voting Trust 
Agreement, Power or its designee will be entitled to purchase any or 
all of the Shares which the Purchaser wishes to sell at the price 
specified by the Purchaser which shall not exceed (i) the then 
market price for the Shares increased by that percentage which the 
average acquisition cost to the Purchaser of its Shares is of the 
average closing price for the Shares on the 20 trading days 
immediately prior to the announcement of the Offer or (ii) the 
greater of (a) the price at which Power may then acquire such Shares 
under applicable securities legislation without thereby becoming 
obligated to make an offer to acquire all outstanding Shares and (b) 
110% of the market price for the Shares on the day immediately prior 
to the Purchaser offering to sell such Shares to Power. In the 
event that Power or its designee does not purchase the Shares 
offered for sale by the Purchaser, the Purchaser will be free to 
sell such Shares at any cash price for a period of 90 days following 
the expiry of the 21 day period within which Power is entitled to 
exercise its purchase right. The above-described right of Power to 
purchase the Shares beneficially owned by the Purchaser will continue 
for one year after a termination of the Voting Trust Agreement by 
the Purchaser. 


The Voting Trust Agreement will provide that Power may sell or 
otherwise dispose of any or all of its Shares held by the Nominee 
Company aS nominee, provided that the Purchaser has been given the 
right to sell or otherwise dispose of the same proportion of the 
Shares held by it on the same terms and conditions as Power. The 
Purchaser's right to dispose of its Shares on like terms and 
conditions will continue for one year after a termination of the 
Voting Trust Agreement by Power provided that Power and its 
affiliates then own in the aggregate less than 50% of the Shares. 


The Voting Trust Agreement will also provide that neither the 
Purchaser nor Power may offer to purchase any further Shares if such 
purchase would require either the Purchaser or Power to make a 
general offer to all holders of Shares in Canada, except with the 
prior agreement of the other party. 
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The common shares of the Nominee Company will be owned as to 80% by 
Power and as to 20% by the Purchaser. Contemporaneously with the 
execution of the Voting Trust Agreement, the Purchaser, Power and 
the Nominee Company intend to enter into a shareholders agreement 
relating to the management of the affairs of the Nominee Company. 
Pursuant to such agreement, the Purchaser will have the right at its 
request to nominate two of the six directors of the Nominee Company. 
The remainder of the directors will be nominees of Power. fThis 
agreement will provide that the Nominee Company may not, without the 
unanimous consent of the shareholders, engage in any activity other 
than the holding of Shares and the carrying out of its powers and 
duties under the Voting Trust Agreement. 


In connection with this application, we have filed with the 
Commission copies of the draft Voting Trust Agreement, the draft 
shareholders agreement relating to the Nominee Company and the 
agreement requiring the Purchaser and Power to enter into these 
agreements. 


Relief Sought 


Subsection 96(2) of the Act provides that, if an offeror makes or 
intends to make a take-over bid, the offeror or person acting 
jointly or in concert with the offeror may not enter into any 
collateral agreement, commitment or understanding with any holder or 
beneficial owner of securities of the offeree issuer that has the 
effect of providing to the holder or owner a consideration of 
greater value than that offered to the other holders of the same 
class of securities. Since Power has agreed not to tender its 
shares pursuant to the Offer, this provision does not appear on the 
face of it to apply to any arrangements which the Purchaser may 
enter into with Power. However, in light of concerns which Canadian 
securities regulators have expressed recently with respect to 
agreements among shareholders entered into in the context of a take- 
over bid or proposed take-over bid, the Purchaser is making this 
application out of an abundance of caution in order to confirm the 
status of its arrangements with Power under the Act. The Purchaser 
is therefore seeking an Order pursuant to clause 100c(2)(c) of the 
Act for an Order exempting the Purchaser from subsection 96(2) of 
the Act in respect of its arrangements with Power. The relief 
sought is analogous to the relief that would be available under 
Clause 100c(2)(a) of the Act if Power were a selling shareholder 
under the Offer. Under the latter provision, the Commission has the 
power to decide for the purpose of subsection 96(2) of the Act that 
an agreement, commitment or understanding with a selling security 
holder is made for reasons other than to increase the value of the 
consideration paid to the selling security holder for the securities 
of that holder and that the agreement, commitment or understanding 
may be entered into notwithstanding that subsection. 
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Submissions 


It is submitted that the arrangements between the Purchaser and 
Power are normal business arrangements which may be entered into 
between shareholders, whether or not in the context of a take- 
over bid, which provide each party with a mixture of benefits and 
burdens, the sum total of which does not result in any collateral 
benefit being conferred upon Power of the type contemplated by 
subsection 96(2) of the Act. 


The significant elements of the Agreement are analyzed as follows: 


a Exercise of Voting Rights For Election of Directors - Since 


Power will control the Nominee Company, the Voting Trust 
Agreement, in effect, gives Power the right to vote the 
Purchaser's shares along with its own shares with respect to 
the election of directors of Target in any manner that it sees 
fit, except that it must, at the request of the Purchaser vote 
the shares for two nominees of the Purchaser. It is submitted 
that these provisions do not confer any economic benefit upon 
Power as contemplated by subsection 96(2) of the Act. As the 
holder of approximately 40% of the Shares, Power already 
effectively controls Target. As well, the agreement to support 
the election of two nominees of the Purchaser to the board of 
Target if it so requests imposes a burden upon Power in respect 
of its ability to vote its own Shares. 


Phe Disposition of Shares - Under the Voting Trust Agreement, 


Power has a right of first refusal with respect to the 
Purchaser's shares. This right does not run in favour of the 
Purchaser, however, and there can therefore be no question that 
Power can receive a higher price for its Shares under the 
agreement than that offered to the public shareholders under 
the offer. As well, it is submitted that Power's right of 
first refusal is of no significant value to Power in that these 
rights are not available to Power until after the initial five 
year term of the Voting Trust Agreement and, if the agreement is 
terminated at the end of its initial term, will be available 
thereafter for a period of one year only. As well, the piggy- 
back rights which the Purchaser has throughout the term of the 
Voting Trust Agreement should Power sell its Shares constitute 
an offsetting burden on Power's Shares, given the reduction in 
liquidity which the piggy-back rights entail. As well, the 
agreement of each party not to purchase Shares in such manner 
that would require a general offer to all holders except with 
the prior agreement of the other party does not result in a net 
benefit to Power. In addition, under the Voting Trust 
Agreement, the Purchaser agrees not to dispose of its Shares 
during the initial five year term of the agreement unless Power 
disposes of Shares held by it. 
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It is submitted that this provision does not serve to provide 
Power with further assurance as to its control of Target since, 
given the share distribution of Target, it would be very 
difficult for any third party to obtain control of Target 
without its concurrence. 


Even if the Commission is unable to conclude that the arrange- 
ments between the Purchaser and Power taken as a whole do not result 
in some quantitiable benefit being conferred upon Power, it is 
submitted that such benefit arises by reason only of Powers current 
controlling position and the value inherent in that position. As 
well, given that the arrangements are normal business arrangements 
entered into between shareholders, it is submitted that the 
Commission should conclude that these arrangements are not being 
entered into for the purpose of conferring a collateral benefit upon 
Power. Therefore, the Purchaser should be granted the requested 
exemption by analogy to the test to this effect provided for in 
clause 100c(2)(a) of the Act and on the basis that to do so would 
not be prejudicial to the public interest.

OSC PROPOSES ENHANCED DISCLOSURE 
REQUIREMENTS 


The Ontario Securities Commission releases today for public 
comment, disclosure proposals for reporting issuers under 
the heading, Annual Information & Management Discussion 
& Analysis ("“MD&A"). The primary objective of the draft re- 
quirements is to enhance investors’ understanding of the is- 
suer’s business and thereby assist their investment decisions. 
The major disclosures include: (i) a description of industry 
segments and principal products or services; (ii) key five-year 
financial data with a discussion of trends and changes; (iii) 
an analysis of the financial condition and results of operations 
with an emphasis on liquidity and capital resources; and (iv) 
disclosure of risks and uncertainties facing the business. 


OSC Chairman Stanley Beck first raised questions concern- 
ing the adequacy of financial disclosure requirements in a 
public address in 1985. He noted that senior managmenet is 
always looking ahead, is well-informed of the likely future im- 
pact of current developments and trends, and uses this infor- 
mation in making plans and decisions. Investors require this 
information to assess an issuer’s performance and future 
prospects. 


Developments since 1985 have confirmed the importance of 
MD8A disclosures. In 1987, major U.S. accounting firms rec- 
ommended disclosure of additional information on risk con- 
centration; significant judgements, assumptions, and es- 
timates in financial statements; and uncertainties. In Canada, 
the Estey Commission and the Macdonald Commission have 
called for fuller, more informative financial disclosure for 
public companies, including the risks and uncertainties to 
which they are exposed, and supplementary disclosure out- 
side the financial statements that interprets and explains the 
financial statements. 


The Ontario proposals have been developed jointly with the 
Commission des Valeurs Mobilieres du Quebec which will be 
releasing substantially similar proposals for comment shortly. 
Although similar to the MD8&A disclosures required by the Se- 
curities & Exchange Commission ("SEC") in the United 
States, which are considered by many financial analysts as 
the most informative part of annual filings, significant ad- 
vances in financial disclosure are being proposed to address 
the growing concerns about the impact of financial instru- 
ments, risks and uncertainty facing issuers and assumptions, 
judgements and estimates used in preparing financial state- 
ments. 


All reporting issuers (with the exception of tax shelter 
vehicles) will be required to send the material to shareholders 
with the proxy material and the audited annual financial state- 
ments. The proposed effective date is for year ends begin- 
ning on or after January 1, 1989. However, early adoption is 
encouraged. SEC registrants will be permitted to satisfy the 
disclosure requirement by sending their SEC disclosure ma- 
terial, without further modification. The public comment per- 
iod will expire on August 31, 1988. 
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The proposals will be published in next week’s OSC Bulletin. 
Copies of the Press Release are available this week at the 
Commission's offices.

The Staff ("Staff") of the Ontario Securities Commission (the 
"Commission") agrees to recommend and John Michael Granelli 
("Granelli") consents to the within settlement of the 
proceedings initiated by Notice of Hearing dated March 30, 
1988, in accordance with the terms and conditions set out 
hereinafter. 


Subject to approval of the Commission, Staff and Granelli 
agree to an order, pursuant to s.26 of the Securities Act, 
R.S.0. 1980, chapter 466, as amended (the "Act"), cancelling 
Granelli's registration as an officer and a salesman employed 
by a securities dealer. 


ADMISSIONS OF FACT 


Granelli admits the following facts: 


oi 


From July 30, 1984, to March 11, 1985, Granelli was employed 
by Qualico Securities Limited ("Qualico") as its trading 
officer in its Toronto office. One of Granelli's duties as 
trading officer was to supervise all salespersons employed in 
Qualico's Toronto office and to ensure that they complied 
with the Act and the Regulation enacted thereunder. 


Granelli admits that he failed to ensure that s.24 of the Act 
and s.102 of the Regulation were complied with by Qualico's 
Toronto office and that he failed to properly supervise 
Qualico's sales staff employed in Qualico's Toronto office. 
Particulars are as follows: 
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(a) 
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Granelli's failure to supervise X, a Qualico salesperson 
under Granelli's supervision, resulted in sales of 
securities by Y who was not registered to trade in 
securities. Y sold securities issued by Ridge Land 
Properties Limited Partnership ("Ridge Land") to 10 
members of the public. Y sold securities of Sylvan 

Park Estates Limited Partnership ("Sylvan Park") to 14 
members of the public. Y sold securities of Augusta 
Grove Estates Limited Partnership ("Augusta Grove") to 2 
members of the public. In respect of all of these sales 
by Y, X was named on the investor's subscription documents 
as the salesman even though X had never met the investor 
and had failed to comply with the know-your-client 
rules. In respect of these sales, X paid to Y sales 
commissions totalling $12,500.00, of which $200.00 was 
contributed by Granelli. Except for the $200.00, 
Granelli did not know X had paid these sales commissions 
tony "Granellivradmts that,-as tradingeofficer® he 
ought to have known and ought to have taken steps to 
prevent these payments. 


Granelli's failure to supervise Craig Andrew Wilson 
("Wilson"), a Qualico salesman under Granelli's supervision, 
resulted in sales of securities by Kerry Jack Montgomery 
("Montgomery") who was not registered to trade in 
securities. Montgomery sold securities issued by 

Augusta Grove to 19 members of the public. In respect 

of all of these sales by Montgomery, Wilson was named on 
the investor's subscription documents as salesman. 

Wilson and Montgomery had given seminars with respect to 
the Augusta Grove investment to most of the investors 

but Wilson had failed to comply with the know-your-client 
rules. In respect of these sales, Qualico paid to 
Montgomery a sales commission of $6,200.00. Granelli 
approved this payment to Montgomery without questioning 
what this payment was for. Granelli had assumed that 

the payment was a fee for arranging seminars. In fact, 
the fee was a sales commission. $6,200.00 is 2% of the 
total equity invested by Montgomery's clients. Granelli 
admits that he ought to have made further inquiries 
regarding this payment. 


Granelli's failure to supervise Thomas Yip-Wai Wu 
("Wu"), a Qualico salesman under Granelli's supervision, 
resulted in sales of securities by Guy Cook ("Cook") and 
Gary Accursi ("Accursi") who were not registered to 
trade in securities. Cook and Accursi sold securities 
issued by Augusta Grove to 10 members of the public. In 
respect of these sales by Cook and Accursi, Wu was named 
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on the investors' subscription documents as salesman 
even though Wu had never met the investors and had 
failed to comply with the know-your-client rules. In 
respect of these sales, Qualico paid to Cook and Accursi 
a sales commission of $3,200.00, calculated as 2% of the 
total equity invested by the clients of Cook and Accursi. 
Granelli failed to supervise X who approved the payment 
of this sales commission. Granelli was not aware of the 
payment of this sales commission. Granelli admits 

that, as trading officer, he ought to have known and 
ought to have taken steps to prevent the approval of 
this payment. 


(d) Granelli's failure to supervise X resulted in sales 

of securities by Chris Bouris ("Bouris") who was not 
registered to trade in securities. Bouris assisted X 

to sell securities issued by Augusta Grove to 4 members 
of the public. In respect of these sales, X paid to 
Bouris a sales commission of $500.00. Granelli was not 
aware of the payment of this sales commission. Granelli 
admits that, as trading officer, he ought to have known 
and ought to have taken steps to prevent this payment. 


ae Granelli understands that, while he was trading officer, the 
majority of sales of securities by Qualico's Toronto office 
were effected through unregistered agents of Qualico in 
violation of s.24 of the Act and s.102 of the Regulation. 
Granelli states that he was not aware of these facts until 
advised thereof by Staff. Granelli admits that, as trading 
officer, he ought to have known these facts and ought not to 
have permitted the sale of securities by unregistered agents 
Ofe Qualico. sla particular: 


(a) Of the 23 clients of Qualico's Toronto office who 
purchased securities issued by Ridge Land, 12 clients 
made their purchases through unregistered agents of 
Qualico. 


(b) Of the 23 clients of Qualico's Toronto office who 
purchased securities issued by Sylvan Park, 14 clients 
made their purchases through unregistered agents of 
Qualico. 


(c) Of the 44 clients of Qualico's Toronto office who 
purchased securities issued by Augusta Grove, 36 clients 
made their purchases through unregistered agents of 
Qualico. 


eee 
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6. Granelli admits that, as trading officer, he ought to have 
more closely supervised Qualico sales staff employed in 
Qualico's Toronto office for the purpose of ensuring compliance 
with the Act and the Regulation. Because he failed to 
perform his supervisory duties, Granelli agrees that it is in 
the public interest that his registration be dealt with as 
set out above. 


EVIDENCE AND WAIVER 


Is Granelli and Staff agree that, if this Settlement Agreement 
is adopted by the Commission, it will constitute the entirety 
of the evidence to be submitted respecting Granelli in this 
matter and Granelli agrees to waive his right to a full 
hearing and appeal of this matter.

AND UPON the applicant having represented to the Com- 


‘mission that: 


1. MDL is registered as a investment dealer under the 
Act; 


2. MDL, as agent on behalf of the Limited Partnership, 
will be offering for sale in Ontario and in other 
provinces of Canada units of limited partnership in- 
terest in the Partnership (the “Units") pursuant to a 
prospectus to be filed in accordance with the Act (the 
"Prospectus"); 


3. Midland Doherty Financial Corporation ("MDFC’), 
equally with Realstart Holdings Limited, owns RMD 
Properties Limited, which is the sole shareholder of 
RMD Properties | Corp., the General Partner of the 
Limited Partnership ("General Partner’); 


4. MDFC is the sole shareholder of MDL; 


5. The Limited Partnership is both a related issuer and 
a connected issuer of MDL;

6. The proceeds raised from the sale of the Units will 
be used to purchase a 50% limited partnership inter- 
est in each of two (2) U.S. Limited Partnerships which

7. The nature of the relationship between MDL, MDFC, 
the General Partner and the Limited Partnership is 
disclosed in the prospectus of the Limited Partner- 
ship. 


AND UPON the Commission being satisfied that to do so 
would not be prejudicial to the public interest; 


IT IS RULED pursuant to section 208 of the Regulation that 
MDL be exempt from the requirements provided in clause 
199(1)(b) of the Regulation in connection with the distribution 
by it of the units provided that MDL notify prospective inves- 
tors, by letter or memorandum in form and content satisfac- 
tory to the Director, of the relationships between MDL, MDFC, 
the General Partner, and the Limited Partnership, and such 
letter or memorandum accompanies the delivery of a 
prospectus to each prospective investor.

While the substantive issues before the 
Commission and the CVMQ are the same, they came forward in 
different contexts. The CVMQ heard an appeal from the ME's 
decision to accept Merieux's Notice and requests for an 
order cease trading the bid. The Commission heard

As will appear, we have based our decision in 
section 123 of the Act. We have some doubt as to whether 
clause 22(2)(c) of the Act contemplates a decision of the 
Commission with respect to specific trades (as here, 
tendering shares to the Merieux bid) or rather decisions 
with respect to trading generally on or through the 
facilities of the stock exchange. Since we can dispose of 
the issues under section ch2os rit yrs Wot aec esissa my ato 
determine here the extent of the Commission's jurisdiction 
under clause 22(2)(c). Further, we have not made specific 
orders under subsection 100c(1) since such orders are not 
necessary in” hight of ounjorde srdnderds ection t23ia ndssour 
reasons for making that order.

I THE MERIEUX-CAISSE AGREEMENT 
In the translation filed with the hearing, the 
April 13, 1988 agreement provides, for so long as the 
parties each hold 5% or more of the common shares of CDC,

with applicable foreign investment, competition 
and take-over bid regulations (article 3);

The second of these policy imperatives finds statutory 
z expression in section 96 of the Act: 


"96.(1) Subject to the regulations, 
where a take-over bid or issuer bid 
is made, all holders of the same 
class of securities shall be offered 
identical consideration.

The policy reflected in subsection 96(2) is expressed by 
identical wording in section 23.02(9) of The General 
By-law of The Toronto Stock Exchange. As a bid made 
throug £HEe tachi Tties. of he joronte Stock Exchdnge, tine 
Merieux bid is exempt from sections 94 to 99 of the Act. 
Section 23.02(9) of the Exchange By-law and subsection 
96(2) of the Act are to the same effect and reflect the 
Same policy objectives summarized above. For ease of 
reference, the balance of these reasons shall refer to the 
provisions of subsection 96(2). Any such reference ought 
to be read as including a reference to section 23.02(9) of 
The General By-law of The Toronto Stock Exchange. 

Ww. lan Binnie, O.C., tor COC, told ws Enat. tie 
April 13th agreement indeed had the prohibited effect: 
the Caisse was entitled not only to participate with other 
offerees in the Merieux bid but was entitled to certain 
valuable exclusive rights under the agreement which were 
not made available to other offerees. Mr. Groia, for 
Commission stati, Mr. Gelinas, for CVMQ staff, and Mr. 
Anisman voiced the same objection. 


Evidence was presented on both sides of the 


issue. Richard McCoy, a vice-president and director of 
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Wood Gundy Inc., tendered a valuation of the put option 
prepared by his firm jointly with RBC Dominion Securities 
Inc. In His,testimonys Mere MeCoysnoted -aynumber of 
valuable aspects of -the, put. option:, the Caisse acquired 
the opportunttyeandsthe -abaistycelnpdaesesobhe Giscret ion: 
tovdi spose Of ats.CUCe shakes. 0n Ofedilered Ulva, 989 cat 
ip to a l5Zepremiumtto-the amarketeprace.;erthe Caisse 
thus secured an alternative to the public trading market 
for those shares: inthe smarketaprieee. being a 20 trading 
day average, provided downside market volatility 
protection; the put option enhanced the liquidity of the 
Caisse's block and finally, the sale of the block pursuant 
to the put option would avoid many of the expenses involve 
in sales in the public market. Mr. McCoy reviewed the two 
methods employed by Wood Gundy and Dominion Securities in 
valuing the put option. A notional exercise value, 
adjusted for the factors mentioned above, was in the range 
of $3.50 to $4.50 per share; applying relevant option 
pricing modelsehexufound.vakues:inethe —pange.of $3.00 to 
$4.25 per share. While noting that the put option is 
unique, with no directly comparable right trading in the 
public market and that subjective elements are necessarily 
included in any qualitative judgment, he stated the opinio 
that the value of the put option to the Caisse as at April

For Merieux, Charles Howard, Deputy Chairman of 
Nesbitt Thompson Deacon Inc., viewed Mr. McCoy's valuation 
techniques as inappropriate in the absence of any certaint 
that the put option would be in fact exercised. He went 
further, and saw some possibility that the option created 
more of a negative than positive value for the Caisse. He 
was not, however, prepared to conclude positively that the 
agreement as a whole was without value for the Caisse. 

Jean-Claude Scraire, the secretary and a 
Vice-president sof the iGaisse> diidanct. ass St) pus: rbygohi s 
attempts to explain the motives of the Caisse in entering 
into the agreement. Vague on a number of important issues 
and defensive under cross-examination, M. Scraire 
nevertheless maintained that none of the provisions of the 
agreement provided value to the Caisse. (In his argument 
on this issue, Mr. Groia drew to our attention the 
provision of the Caisse's constating legislation limiting 
to 30%. i tsieshiagieh oldyinigi sim sany soneisissuer . pele esawiathe 
agreement as a device permitting the Caisse to share 
control of CDC with Merieux without violating that 


statutory *prohpbat ton.) 
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For (Merredx yeargument » by “DUR 2 MO Conho nyo OOS 
took two branches. The first went to the fact of the 
Exchanges’ acceptance for filing of the Notice and the 
proposition that the Commission’ ought ‘not to-intervene in 
decisions of the Exchanges unless the latter have made 
Some error of law or unless the Exchanges’ perception of 
the public'interest «drifters “from that of vthe Commission : 
In Mr. O'Connor's view, the principles laid out in the 
decision of the majority in Re Canada Malting Co. Limited 
(1986) OSCB 3566 apply here and should be followed.

Commissioners participating in Southam/Selkirk (Re Selkirk 
Communications Limited, Southam Inc. et al (1988) OSCB 
286) have clarified the "threshold of abuse" sometimes 
read into Canadian Tire: see particularly the reasons of 
the Chairman and Commissioners Holland and Waitzer at 305: 


"With respect to the argument concerning 
a s.123 cease trade order, and indeed 
with respect to the public interest test 
of s.100c(2)(c), there was reference to 
the Commission's decision in Re Canadian 
Tire Corporation, Limited, (1987) 10 
OeSUCERS FS5Ss si Counsel efor yCablecasting 
Stressed that the reasons in that case 
Stated that for the public interest test 
Oifs Srl 23a T.04 -DE ni nviokied.. “alist hey sconduct 
must clearly be demonstrated to be 
abusive of shareholders in particular, 
and of the capital markets in general. A 
Showing of abuse is something different 
from, and goes beyond, a complaint of 
unfairness" (at 947). Counsel argued 
that that "abusive" test had not been met 
Ini this» -casies. 


Apart from our decision in this case, we 
wish to note that the test quoted above 
from the reasons in Canadian Tire 
Specifically referred to a case where 
there had not been "a demonstrated breach 
Oo; the Act, the regulations or <a policy 
statement...". In such a case, in the 
context lovidese!23 applicatton, the 
Standard of "clearly demonstrated to be 
abusive" may be appropriate. That is not 
the test that ought to be applied in 
every case in which the "public interest" 
Standard of a particular section of the 
ACC OUUS invoked:

M. Gelinas also found the agreement to be 
offensive. under section. |4)--01 the Securit nes Nct 
(Quebec). He noted that the agreement included 
undertakings in favour of Merieux that would enable it to 
increase its. interesti cin’ CDG <on fconditions other “onan 
those of the bidiiccontrary to tite second! tclauser tof 
section 141... sSncet-the rule against purchasess outside the 
bid contained in section 141 of the Quebec Act is probably 
broader in scope than that of subsection 93(2) of the 
Ontario Act, we do not base our decision on that point. 

9-1 hrougn 
the agreement, the Caisse received a consideration 
different from that offered generally by Merieux to the 
holders of CDC common shares and that consideration had a 
value. The value may or may not have been in the $3.50 to 
$4.00 per share range ascribed by Mr. McCoy; however, we 
are confident that the Caisse would not have entered into 
the agreement unless it saw some value to itself in so 
doing. Having found the agreement to be in breach of 
Subsection 96(2) we are not called upon to make a finding 
under the broader public interest rubric of Canadian Tire 


and Southam/Selkirk. 
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II CERTAIN ALLEGED DISCLOSURE DEFICIENCIES 

Where the Commission has become involved in 
take-over bid contests and where, as here, the bid has 
been made by a circular or a stock exchange notice, we 
have come to expect allegations as to sins of omission or 
commission in the disclosure. Mr. Binnie alleged such 
disclosure deficiencies; none of the other counsel opposed 
to the Dtdeeyoainedtehnammein ho sersal leg ataion she PEM nr eG nonta 
correctly tested materiality by applying the litmus of a 
substantial likelihood that a reasonable shareholder would 
consider an omitted fact, or the impugned description of 
an included fact, important in reaching a decision. 

The allegations as to disclosure deficiencies, 
set out in the material filed on behalf of CDC, were not 
pressed by Mr. Binnie in his oral argument and we found no 
basis upon which to require an amendment to the Notice in 


this regard. 


III THE US SHAREHOLDERS 

The evidence put in by Mr. Binnie included a 
Summary by geographical location of the common share 
holdings! in sC0G ast ath Apri 1V4l Sa i96s 2 "20in Strat eda Cesrth eve 
were 837 registered shareholders; of that number, 181 -

The bid was expressly not made to United States 
shareholders. Mr. Binnie said that this was unfair to 
them and contrary to the public interest. He noted the 
Commission's comments in Re Gulf Canada Corporation and 
Hiram Walker Resources Limited (1986) OSCB 1903 as support 
for the desirability of extending the offer to the U.S. 
sharehotders.!o-ln 1988.4 as an? 198 banctheres ares many 
similarities and also many differences between the U.S. 
and Canadian take-over bid regimes; then and now, an 
offeror may have legitimate reasons for not wishing to 
make itis) offen tim arntothemuuri sdiiction, and? submijtpol tee lf 
to another regulatory regime. Discussions continue among 
the Commission, the CVMQ and the United States Securities 
and Exchange Commission; until full international 
co-operation is arrived at there will continue to be a 
degree of shareholder disadvantage on both sides of the 


border. 


lV AN INDEPENDENT VALUATION OF CDC 

The Commission's .pol icy 9. lincrespectiing sgoing 
private transactions, issuer bids and insider bids 
provides that subject to a waiver by the Director of the 
Commission, or unless the maker of an insider bid lacks 
access to information enabling it to comply with the 


requirement, an independent valuation of the offeree 
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company must be prepared in connection with the bid. 
Merieux is an insider of CDC by virtue of its 12.6% 
Shareholding. The Director granted a waiver to Merieux on 
grounds of lack of access to sufficient information, and 
Mr. Binnie said that he was wrong in doing so. 

954% recogni zes) thatuthescontroidaers. of? an 
issuer, in their management or direction of the management 
of its affairs, necessarily know more about that issuer's 
business and its prospects than is known to passive 
investors. The policy seeks to redress that information 
imbalance by requiring an independent valuation when the 
controllers initiate financial transactions between 
themselves directly, or indirectly by the issuer, and the 
public shareholders. The policy dates from 1977-1978 and 
arose in the context of "squeeze-outs" - going private 
transactions, in the language of the policy - where, in 
depressed market conditions, public shareholders were 
invited to approve transactions that gave them 
superficially generous prices for their shares. Those 
Same transactions gave the company to the controllers. It 
was thought that an independent valuation of the company 
would assist its public shareholders to assess better the 
price offered them. The same public policy was applied in 
the case of take-over bids made by the controllers, or by 
the company itself (issuer bids) at the direction of the 


contro) liens.

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For the purposes of a formal policy more precise 
language was required and so the "controlling shareholder" 
concept was expressed by the term "insider" - a term 
defined in the Act as including the directors and senior 
officers of a companyarands thie «hol derss.ofemorietthane al OL or 
its voting shares.

We are satisfied that Merieux was, so to speak, 
an "outside insider": it lacked access to the information

V OTHER MATTERS 
(a) The Role of the Exchanges 

We have read the reasons issued by the CVMQ in 
this matter and wish to associate ourselves with that 
Commission's comments on the importance of the role of the 
Exchanges in matters such as this present. We take this 
opportunity to commend again the professionalism and 
diligence of Exchange staff in their review of take-over 
bids, distributions through thesfachlitwves ofeathemExchange 


and material transactions by listed issuers. 
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(b) Section 96(2) - Permissible Agreements 

During the course of the hearing questions were 
raised as to what sorts of collateral agreements, 
commitments or understandings might be entered into 
without creating a breach of subsection 96(2). Such 
collateral agreements are both many and various, and each 
will be considereds onc itsnown’ facts oMrveSorelltngiledia 
helpful compendium of decisions in which the Commission 
has considered such agreements, and a common thread runs 
through most of them: a clearly established business or 
financial purpose related either to the terms upon which 
the offeror is prepared to acquire the target company or 
to its ongoing “operation. —Thus }/*theiConmission has 
approved agreements under which certain shareholders would 
receive deferred compensation rather than immediate cash; 
others, requiring the controlling shareholders to take 
certain assets out of the company as a condition of the 
offeror's proceeding; yet others, providing for 
continuity of senior management by way of employment 
contracts. In each case, staff has tested the 
reasonableness of the arrangement in relation to the 
purpose claimed for it and independent opinions on that 


issue have sometimes been required. 
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VI CONCLUSION 

In our view, the Merieux-Caisse agreement 
offends the principle requiring identical treatment of 
holders of the same class of securities in a take-over

INTRODUCTION 


Objectives of the Proposals 
The primary objective’ of the proposals is to enhance’ the 
understanding of investors about the issuer's business and thereby 


benefit the investment/divestment decision making process. 


A wide variation exists at present in the breadth and depth of the 
discussion and analysis provided by management on their annual 
financial statements. Comparisons and comprehension are made more 
difficult by the uneven quality and considerable variation in manner 
of presentation. A number of reporting issuers already make many of 
the disclosures called for in this proposal, but in bits and pieces 
Scattered throughout various documents. lty is. intended, that 
communications will be enhanced by creating a uniform framework 
within which issuers will provide a meaningful discussion and 


analysis of the recent corporate history and trends. 


There are practical constraints on the amount of information that can 
be effectively conveyed in financial statements. Many important 
transactions, “sevents! ‘and? 'condimions* sare imot  remlected™ in ™ the 
financial statements and some are not easily expressed in dollar 
amounts. Additional disclosure and analysis above and beyond the 
financial statements is necessary to provide an adequate basis for 


assessment of an issuer's recent history and potential. 


A proper understanding of the nature of the issuer and its 
operations is necessary in order to understand management's 
discussion and analysis ("“MD&A”). As a result, the proposals 
specifically require relevant background material essential in this 


areae 
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(ii) 


Principal Requirements 


A narrative description of the business focusing on industry 


segments and principal products or services. 


A discussion of key financial data covering the last five years 


discussing trends and changes in the business. 


. A discussion and analysis of the financial condition and results 
of operations, comparing the most recent fiscal year with the 
next preceding year. Specific areas to be addressed include 
liquidity, capital resources, operations and an assessment of 
risks and uncertainties. The MD&A proposals contemplate an 
informed analysis by management which will convey a more 
complete picture of the issuer's recent past and future 


ProspeCcEsi. 


Scope of Application 


The proposals provide relevant and useful information regarding 
companies of all sizes. The requirements therefore apply to all 


reporting issuers, except tax shelter vehicles. 


It is recognized that smaller issuers may incur a proportionately 
greater cost in preparing and providing this disclosure. However, 
the extent of the disclosure required for smaller issuers would 
generally be far less due to the limited nature and extent of their 


operations. 


SEC Registrants 


Issuers that are registrants with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission ("SEC") will be permitted to satisfy the disclosure 
requirement by sending their SEC disclosure material without further 


modification. 
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Distribution 


It is our intention to amend the Regulation to require this 
additional disclosure to be mailed to all shareholders (entitled to 
receive the proxy materials) with the proxy solicitation materials 
and accompanied by the annual audited financial statements. 


Existing Annual Information Form 


There is considerable overlap between the existing AIF requirements 
and the new Annual Information and Management Discussion and Analysis 
requirements. As a result, for those issuers in the prompt offering 
prospectus system, the AIF will be replaced by the disclosure in the 


new requirements and in the information circular. 


Auditor Involvement 


The Commission does not propose to require the involvement of 
independent public accountants with this additional disclosure. 
The standards set out in the CICA Handbook may require some limited 
involvement on their part, in the event that the information is 
included in a document (e.g., Annual Report) that also includes (or 
incorporates by reference) financial statements on which = an 


independent public accountant has reported. 


Review Process 


The Commission will be implementing a review process for _ the 
additional disclosure requirements which will enable us to monitor 


the quality and uniformity of the disclosure provided.

We are writing to request that the Ontario Securities Commission 
convene a hearing to consider this application by Falconbridge Limited for 
relief from certain requirements of Part XIX of the Securities Act in 
connection with transactions proposed by Falconbridge involving its principal 
shareholders, Placer Dome Inc. and McIntyre Mines’ Limited, and 
Falconbridge's public minority shareholders. 


We are writing directly to you because of the urgent need to 
have the hearing completed and the Commission's decision issued before 5:00 
p.m. on Thursday, June 23, 1988, being the deadline imposed by Placer 
Dome in the Invitation referred to below. 


Background Information 





Falconbridge, Placer Dome and McIntyre are “public companies”, 
the issued shares of which are listed on The Toronto Stock Exchange and 
other stock exchanges. Placer Dome owns, directly and indirectly through 
McIntyre, securities which represent 19.4% of the issued common shares of 
Falconbridge (24.7% on a fully-diluted basis). Placer Dome controls McIntyre 
through the direct ownership of 52.9% of MclIntyre’s issued common shares. 
The relationships between Falconbridge, Placer Dome and McIntyre are 
described in Schedule A attached. 


There are currently outstanding approximately 80.5 million 
common shares of Falconbridge. Approximately 10.5 million additional common 
shares are reserved for issue pursuant to outstanding convertible debentures 
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convertible at $21.95 per share, warrants exercisable at $30.00 per share, 
and stock options exercisable at various prices between $11.43 and $20.75 
per share. At current market prices, the debentures and stock options are 
"in the money". The fully-diluted market capitalization of Falconbridge at 
recent market prices is approximately $2.3 billion. 


There are currently outstanding approximately 3.7 million common 
shares of McIntyre, which at current market prices have a value of 
approximately $195 million. The "holding company discount" which the 
market has applied to McIntyre is illustrated by the fact that the 
approximately 9.2 million Falconbridge common shares held by McIntyre, 
which represent substantially all of its assets, currently have a market value 
of approximately $235 million while McIntyre has liabilities of less than $10.0 
million. 


Attached as Schedule B is certain information with respect to the 
trading prices of Falconbridge common shares and McIntyre common shares 
on The Toronto Stock Exchange during 1988 to date, including information 
with respect to the moving "market price" of those shares as defined in the 
regulation made under the Securities Act. 


On May 10, 1988 Placer Dome issued a press release announcing 
that it had appointed RBC Dominion Securities Inc. as its agent for the 
purpose of selling its entire direct and indirect interest in Falconbridge. ©n 
June 16, 1988 Dominion Securities issued an Invitation to Falconbridge ane to 
other interested parties inviting them to submit offers to acquire Placer 
Dome's interest. A copy of the Invitation to Falconbridge is attached as 
Schedule C. 


Based on the terms of the Invitation and on conversations 
between representatives of Falconbridge and Placer Dome and_ their 
respective advisers: 


= all offers pursuant to the Invitation must be submitted 
before 5:00 p.m. on Thursday, June 23, 1988 


- all offers must be irrevocable and open for acceptance 
until not earlier than 5:00 p.m. on Monday, June 27, 1988 


= Placer Dome wishes to complete a_= transaction = as 
expeditiously as possible, with closing to occur as soon as 
possible after July 18, 1988 


= while the Invitation does not specify that all offers must 
involve cash consideration, Placer Dome would prefer to 
receive cash for its interest in Falconbridge 


- while the Invitation suggests that Placer Dome would 
entertain an offer on terms which would require approval 
by McIntyre shareholders, Placer Dome would prefer that 
no such approval be necessary and furthermore would 
prefer to accept an offer on terms which would not require 
approval by Falconbridge shareholders. 
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Possible Transactions Between Placer Dome and Third Parties 





There is no assurance that shareholders of Falconbridge other 
than Placer Dome and Mcintyre will receive an offer for their shares, given 
Placer Dome's preference to receive cash for its Falconbridge interest, 
coupled with the size of Falconbridge’s market capitalization and the 
requirements of securities laws that any offer by a third party involving, the 
payment to Placer Dome of more than a 15% premium to the market price, for 
Falconbridge's common shares would have to be made on identical terms tg all 
Falconbridge shareholders. While it is possible that an offer to acquire all 
of the issued common shares of Falconbridge would be made, it cannot be 
ascertained whether such an offer would be at a price which is greater or 
less than a 15% premium to the "market price", and there is no assurance 
that such an offer, if made, would provide greater value to the minority 
shareholders of Falconbridge than that proposed by Falconbridge. Having 
considered all of these possibilities, Falconbridge believes that the most 
likely result is a sale of only Placer Dome's interest at the maximum 
permitted 15% premium to market price. 


Falconbridge recognizes that, under current Canadian law, 
Placer Dome has the right to deal with its assets in the manner it considers 
to be in the best interests of the Placer Dome shareholders and to obtain the 
maximum price possible for its interest in Falconbridge, without regard to 
the interests of the minority shareholders of Falconbridge. Falconbridge, 
however, has a duty to act in the best interests and to maximize the value 
of the investment of all its shareholders, including the minority 
shareholders. 


Transactions Proposed by Falconbridge 





Accordingly, Falconbridge proposes to submit to Placer Dome 
pursuant to the Invitation an offer which contemplates the following 
transactions: ; 


(1) Placer Dome will acquire additional Falconbridge common. shares 
through the conversion of all of the convertible debentures which 
it holds. 


(2) Falconbridge will pay a substantial special cash dividend to all 
holders of its common shares, including Placer Dome and McIntyre. 


(3) The entire amount of the dividend received by McIntyre will be 
paid to all of its shareholders, including Placer Dome, through the 
payment by Mclntyre of a special cash dividend on its common 
shares. 


(4) Falconbridge will purchase from Placer Dome, for cash, all of the 
Falconbridge common shares and warrants which it owns directly. 


(5) Falconbridge will purchase from Placer Dome, for cash, all of the 
McIntyre common shares which it owns directly at a price which 
ignores the “holding company discount" referred to above (i.e. a 
price which recognizes the value of the Falconbridge common 
shares held by McIntyre based on the price paid to Placer Dome 
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for Falconbridge common shares pursuant to step (4) above). 
Because of the "holding company discount" in the market, the 
price paid for Mclntyre common shares is likely to exceed the 
maximum permitted 15% premium to the market price of Mcintyre 
shares. 


(6) Falconbridge will propose a transaction with McIntyre pursuant to 
which: 


(a) each minority shareholder of McIntyre may elect: 


(i) to receive for each of his Mclntyre shares an amount 
in cash equal to the amount per share received by 
Placer Dome under step (5) above plus’ interest 
accruing from thé date step (5) was completed until 
the date of payment to the minority shareholder; or 


(ii) to receive for each of his McIntyre shares that number 
of Falconbridge common shares which the _ minority 
shareholder indirectly owned prior to the completion of 
step (1) above, which would include the right te 
receive the dividend referred to in step (7) below; or 


(iii) to choose alternative (i) for some of his shares and 
alternative (ii) for the balance of his shares; or 


(iv) to dissent and to receive fair value for all of his 
shares in accordance with the provisions of the Canada 
Business Corporations Act which governs MclIntyre's 
affairs; and 


(b) in addition to the vote required by law, the transaction would 
require approval by the “majority of the minority” 
shareholders of McIntyre, excluding Falconbridge and _ its 
affiliates, associates and insiders. 


(7) Falconbridge will then pay an additional non-cash special dividend 
or distribution on its common shares to all of its remaining 
shareholders, which would exclude Placer Dome. 


The relationships between Falconbridge, Mclntyre and Placer 
Dome after giving effect to the foregoing transactions are described in 
Schedule D attached. It is important to note that, as indicated in Schedule 
D, McIntyre will be unable to vote any Falconbridge shares which it owns 
after the transactions are completed. 


The precise terms of the proposed transactions have not yet 
been finally determined by the directors of Falconbridge. In any event, 
public disclosure of any proposed terms prior to the deadline specified in the 
Invitation would unfairly prejudice Falconbridge and its shareholders as 
opposed to other parties proposing to bid for the Placer Dome block. 
However, prior to submitting an offer to Placer Dome, the directors of 
Falconbridge will have received an opinion from Falconbridge's financial 
adviser, Merrill Lynch Canada Inc., that the proposal is fair from a financial 
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point of view to the minority shareholders of Falconbridge and that the 
estimated market trading price of the Falconbridge common shares held by 
minority shareholders after completion of the foregoing transactions, plus the 
value of the dividends and distributions to be made to such shareholders, 
will be at least equal (on a per underlying Falconbridge share basis) to the 
consideration paid to Placer Dome under the Falconbridge proposal. 


Relief Sought by Falconbridge 


Based on advice received from our legal counsel, we understand 
that under the Securities Act the proposed purchase by Falconbridge of the 
Falconbridge common shares held by Placer Dome would be a prohibited 
issuer bid, and that the proposed purchase by Falconbridge of Mclntyre 
common shares from Placer Dome would be a prohibited take-over bid if the 
price paid exceeded the permitted 15% premium to market price and might 
even be construed as a prohibited issuer bid regardless of the price paid if 
section 91 of the Securities Act were applicable. 


This application is for an order by the Commission under clause 
100c(2)(c) of the Securities Act exempting Falconbridge from the 
requirements of Part XIX of the Act to the extent necessary to complete the 
transactions described above, upon and subject to the conditions that: 


(a) the transactions are carried out on the basis described 
above or on such other terms as the Commission may 
approve; and 


(b) prior to completion of the transactions the directors of 
Falconbridge receive the opinions of the investment dealers 
described above. 


Falconbridge believes that it would not be prejudicial to the 
public interest for the order it seeks to be issued. Falconbridge believes 
that its minority shareholders would be prejudiced if such an order is not 
issued. 


Placer Dome has indicated that it would prefer to avoid the 
delay, uncertainty and resulting financial risk involved in any offer which 
required Falconbridge shareholder approval, and any alternative forin of 
proposal from Falconbridge is likely to require such approval. As a result, 
Falconbridge believes that Placer Dome is more likely to accept a premium 
cash offer for only its interest which could be completed quickly, leaving 
Falconbridge minority shareholders without any opportunity to participate in 
either a transaction involving a change of effective control of Falconbridge 
or in a transaction designed to enhance value for all Falconbridge 
shareholders. 


Of all potential offerors under the Invitation, only Falconbridge 
is legally prohibited from making a premium cash offer to Placer Dome. In 
effect, this application is for an order which would "level the playing field” 
between Falconbridge and potential third party bidders on terms which will 
provide at least equivalent value to the minority shareholders of 
Falconbridge. 
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Falconbridge’s proposal is not a defensive measure designed to 
entrench management or to deter potential bidders for Falconbridge common 
shares. There is no aspect of the proposed transactions which would be 
controversial when viewed in light of National Policy No. 38 of the Canadian 
Securities Administrators. 


Urgency and Notice of the Application 


In order to be able to submit an offer under the Invitation prior 
to the imposed deadline on terms which will not be rejected by Placer Dome, 
a hearing would have to be held and a decision issued by the Commission by 
Thursday afternoon of this week. We believe that the Commission would also 
wish to disseminate notice of the hearing as widely as possible and as 
quickly as possible. 


In order to assist in this process, Falconbridge has issued a 
press release in the form of Schedule E announcing that is has made this 
application and outlining the general terms of its proposal. We have also 
delivered one copy of this application to Placer Dome and to each of Messrs. 
Salter, Allen and Pascutto, and an additional 20 copies to Ms. Farrell.

Falconbridge Limited announced today that it has applied to

1.3.2 CONVICTIONS FOR ILLEGAL SALE OF 
SECURITIES: NORTARIO LIMESTONE 
LIMITED - Press Release 


June 16, 1988 


Convictions for Illegal Sale of Securities: 
Nortario Limestone Limited 





On May 18, 1988, Edouard Bedard, one of the principal fig- 
ures in the promotion of shares in Nortario Limestone Lim- 
ited, was convicted in Haileybury Provincial Court of charges 
under s. 118 of the Securities Act as a result of the sale of 
securities to members of the public in late 1984 and 1985. 
Judgment had been reserved by His Honour Judge G. E. 
Michel following a trial of the matter on February 22-24, 1988. 


Mr. Bedard was convicted of two counts of trading in secur- 
ities without registration and two counts of trading without 
filing a prospectus. A fine of $4,000, or $1,000 per count, was 
imposed. 


On February 22, 1988, Bernardin Roy pleaded guilty to two 
counts of trading in securities without registration and a fine 
of $2,000 per count was imposed. The fine was the maximum 
which could be imposed under the current penalty section of 
the Securities Act. On the same day Jules Gravel pleaded 
guilty to two counts of trading in securities without registration 
and received a suspended sentence and Nortario Limestone 
Limited, pleaded guilty to two counts of trading without filing 
a prospectus and a fine of $500.00 per count was imposed. 


The evidence disclosed that Mr. Roy and Mr. Bedard were 
trying to raise money for a project which involved the acquisi- 
tion of property and equipment to start up a limestone busi- 
ness under the name of Nortario Limestone Limited. Mr. Roy 
and Mr. Bedard were involved with selling shares in this Com- 
pany. Investors were told that jobs would first be available for 
those who invested in the corporation. Fifty-two people pur- 
chased a total of 75 shares in the Company at $3,000 per 
share for a total investment of $225,000. Only five investors 
were eventually reimbursed their share purchase money. 


Jules Gravel the Reeve of Earlton, became involved with 
promoting this company. Investors approached Mr. Gravel 
who was instrumental in setting up meetings between some 
investors and Mr. Roy. Mr. Gravel subsequently cooperated 
fully in the investigation which followed. 


As a result of complaints by investors to the Ontario Securi- 
ties Commission in March, 1986 an investigation was con- 
ducted and charges were laid in August, 1986. The matter 
was originally set for trial in May, 1987 but the matter was 
adjourned and subsequently set down for trial on February 
22, 1988.

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The penalty section of the Securities Act which applied to 
these charges at that time provided for a maximum fine of 
$2,000 per offence. This section has been amended to in- 
crease the amount of the maximum fine to $1 million per 
offence.

466, as amended (the "Act") that sections 24 
and 52 of the Act shall not apply to trades by the employees 
of Delphax in Preferred Stock of Delphax Systems Inc.; 


AND UPON reading the application and the recommenda- 
tion of the Commission staff; 


AND UPON it being represented by Delphax to the Com- 
mission that:

Pursuant to a Section 73 Application dated August 
24, 1983 (the "“Application"), Delphax Systems 
("Delphax") made application to the Ontario Securi- 
ties Commission (the "OSC") under Section 73 of the 
Securities Act, R.S.O. c. 466 (the "Act") for a ruling 
that trades by its employees in participating non- 
voting special shares without nominal or par value 
("Special Shares") in the capital of Delphax Printing 
Systems Limited ("DPS") not be subject to Section 
24 or Section 52 of the Act. 


As detailed in the Application, Delphax is a partner- 
ship under the Uniform Partnerships Act of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts among CDC Data Sys- 
tems Limited ("CDC"), DMC Development 
Corporation ("DMC") and Zidax Corporation. The 
common shares of Zidax Corporation were held 
equally by CDC and DMC and the preferred shares 
of Zidax Corporation were held by senior manage- 
ment of Delphax and by DPS. The common shares 
of DPS were held equally by CDC and DMC and the 
Special Shares of DPS were issued to employees of 
Delphax. All the Special Shares of DPS were held 
subject to agreements which, inter alia, provided that 
the Special Shares would only be sold to CDC and 
DMC. This complex structure was designed to pro- 
vide a form of employee share purchase plan for 


employees of Delphax Systems which would other- 
wise not have been available to such employees 
since Delphax Systems is a partnership and not a 
corporation. 


Pursuant to a Ruling of the OSC dated November 
15, 1983 (the "Ruling") pursuant to Section 73 of the 
Act, the OSC ruled that trades in Special Shares of 
DPS to and by employees of Delphax are not subject 
to Sections 24 or 52 of the Act provided that, inter 
alia, trades by the employees are made in accor- 
dance with the terms of the applicable agreements. 
This order was required as the employees were 
employees of a partnership not a corporation and 
therefore technically did not fall within the exemption 
contained in Section 71(1)(n) of the Act because the 
definition of "affiliate" extends to corporations but not 
to partnerships. 


By Agreement dated December 7, 1984, a subsidiary 
of Xerox Corporation, DS Holdings, Inc., a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of Delaware ("DS"), 
purchased from CDC its general partnership interest 
in Delphax and became a substitute general partner 
of Delphax. 


On December 21, 1987 the shareholders of DPS ap- 
proved a resolution approving the sale of substan- 
tially all the assets of DPS which consisted of 
Preferred Stock, without par value (the “Preferred 
Shares") of Delphax Systems Inc. ("DSI") (formerly 
Zidax Corporation) to the shareholders of DPS. This 
step was part of a larger reorganization of the busi- 
ness of Delphax and was intended to eliminate the 
indirect holding of Preferred Shares of DSI by 
employees through DPS and in effect allowed the 
shareholders of DPS to exchange their shares in 
DPS for shares in DSI. As a result, the shareholders 
hold Preferred Shares of DSI directly rather than 
through DPS, DSI being the entity which represents 
the interests of the employees in the partnership. 


The Applicant, Delphax, hereby makes application 
under Section 73 of the Act for a ruling that trades 
by its employees in the Preferred Shares of DSI not 
be subject to Section 24 or Section 52 of the Act. 


Delphax is now a partnership among DS, DMC and 
DSI. As indicated above, DS is a subsidiary of Xerox 
Corporation of Stamford, Connecticut. DMC is a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of Dennison Manufacturing 
Company of Framingham, Massachusetts. The com- 
mon shares of DSI are held equally by DS and DMC 
and the Preferred Shares of DSI are held by 
employees and senior management of Delphax as 
well as DS and DMC. 


Delphax is a partnership engaged in the business of 
developing, manufacturing and selling high speed 
non-impact printer systems based on its patented 
technology. The principal office of Delphax is located 
at 5030 Timberlea Blvd., Mississauga, Ontario. 


Delphax makes this application under Section 73 of 
the Act for a ruling that any trade in the Preferred 
Shares of DSI is not subject to Section 24 or Section 
52 of the Act. The purpose of the ruling is to enable 
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employees of Delphax to trade in the Preferred 
Shares under an employee stock purchase plan. 


10. The structure outlined above was created and has 
been maintained in order to allow employees of Del- 
phax to participate in the growth and success of Del- 
phax through a stock purchase plan, notwithstand- 
ing that Delphax is a partnership. If Delphax were a 
corporation, shares could be issued directly to 
employees on an exempt basis and the trading in 
such shares would be exempt from the provisions of 
Section 24 and Section 52 of the Act by reason of 
Section 34(1)(19) and Section 71(1)(n) respectively. 
In order to facilitate the employee participation, DSI 
holds an interest in the partnership and employees 
and senior management now hold Preferred Shares 
of DSI. Such Preferred Shares reflect the underlying 
investment in Delphax. At as of the date of this ap- 
plication there were 11,609.67 Preferred Shares out- 
standing among 101 employees, including senior 
management. There are an additional 3,390.33 
Preferred Shares outstanding and held in equal 
amounts by DS and DMC. 


11. All Preferred Shares are to be held subject to agree- 
ments which, among other things, provide that 
during the term of such agreement the Preferred 
Shares may only be sold to DS and DMC. 


AND UPON the Commission being satisfied that to do so 
would not be prejudicial to the public interest; 


IT IS RULED pursuant to subsection 73(1) of the Act that 
trades in Preferred Shares of Delphax Systems Inc. by 
employees of Delphax are not subject to section 24 or 52 of 
the Act, provided that:

“Act") that a proposed issuance of up to 688,000 shares in 
the Corporation to eight Ontario residents who are 
employees of Uniroyal Goodrich Canada Inc. ("UGC"), a 
Canadian subsidiary of The Uniroyal Goodrich Tire Company 
(‘UGTC"), a New York General Partnership in which the Cor- 
poration will hold an indirect 50% general partnership interest, 
is not subject to sections 24 and 52 of the Act; 


AND UPON reading the application and the recommenda- 
tion of the staff of the Commission; 


AND UPON the Corporation having represented to the 
Commission that: 


1. The Corporation was incorporated pursuant to the 
laws of Delaware on April 5, 1988 for the purpose of 
acquiring and holding the indirect 50% general part- 
nership interest in UGTC, currently held by The B.F. 
Goodrich Company, a New York corporation 
("Goodrich"). As a consequence of a recapitalization 
of UGTC following the acquisition, the Corporation 
will ultimately hold a 70% interest (on a fully diluted 
basis) in UGTC. 


2. Neither the Corporation nor UGTC is a reporting is- 
suer under the Act. 


3. The Corporation has filed a form S-1 Registration 
Statement and prospectus (the "Prospectus") with 
the United States Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion relating to the proposed offering and sale (the 
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Offering") of 70,000,000 shares of Class A Common 
Stock at a price of $1.00 per share. Proceeds from 
the Offering will be used to provide a portion of the 
financing for the acquisition. 


C. Employees are not induced to purchase shares by the

4. Of the 70,000,000 shares being offered, approxi- 
mately 12,800,000 shares, representing 18.3% of the 
Offering, are being offered to certain members of the 
senior management and key employees of UGTC 
and its subsidiaries ("Management Investors"). Of 
this number, 688,000 shares (the “Shares"), 
representing less than 1% of the Offering, will be of- 
fered to eight Ontario residents (the “Ontario Pur- 
chasers") who are employees of UGTC’s Canadian 
subsidiary, UGC.

fering, and a copy of this ruling; 


B. the first trade in any of the shares acquired by the 
employees of UGC resident in Ontario pursuant to this 
ruling is a distribution unless such first trade is made 
in accordance with the provisions of subsection 71(5) 
of the Act and section 18a of the Regulation as if the 
shares had been acquired by them pursuant to all of

Each warrant entitles the holder to purchase one common 
share at $30.00. The debentures are convertible into common 
shares at $21.95 per share. Falconbridge is an Ontario 
corporation. Noranda and its associates and affiliates do not 
presently own any securities of Falconbridge. 


As we interpret Part XIX of Securities Act, Noranda can 
offer to purchase all of the above securities of Falconbridge 
without the offer constituting a take-over bid. . This is on the 
basis that the common shares to be purchased constitute less than 
20% of the outstanding common shares. 


However, there is a degree of concern that Section 91 
of the Act could be interpreted to the effect that an offer to 
purchase the warrants and the debentures would constitute an 
indirect offer to purchase the underlying common shares. This 
would bring the total to 24.9%. 


We do not think this is the proper interpretation of 
Section 91. We think Section 91 is limited to indirect offers to 
purchase securities through offers to purchase securities of a 
holding company. Convertible securities are expressly dealt with 
in Section 89. Moreover "take-over bid" is defined in section 
88(1) in terms of a particular class of voting or equity 
securities without including convertible securities and options 
and rights to purchase as is the case, for example, under section 
187 of the Canada Business Corporations Act. 


The cost to Noranda of a requirement to make an offer 
for all of the common shares of Falconbridge would be so great 
that it cannot take the risk of proceeding without resolving the 
point. Accordingly, we hereby apply on behalf of Noranda for an 
order under section 100c.(2)(c) of the Securities Act exempting 
Noranda from the requirements of Part XIX in connection with an 
offer to purchase the above securities of Falconbridge. 


The common shares of McIntyre represent 52.9% of the 
outstanding shares and the offer to purchase those shares would 
constitute a take-over bid. The price offered for those shares 
would not exceed 115 per cent of the market price determined in 
accordance with the regulations under the Act. 


We enclose a cheque payable to the Treasurer of Ontario

Inc. dated June 22, 1988 for an order under section 100c.(2)(c) 
of the Securities Act exempting Noranda from the requirements 
of Part XIX in connection with an offer to purchase securities 
of Falconbridge Limited. Specifically, we are applying for 
exemption from sections 94 to 99. 


Part A 


It iS. OUr. position. -that “section Ol. is. limited. sto 
indirect offers to purchase securities through offers’ to 
purchase securities of a holding company, and does not extend 
to rights to acquire securities and convertible securities. 
In support of this position, we make the following submissions: 


iz If section 91 had been intended to cover convertible 
securities, the legislature would have used specific language 
to make that clear. / 


2s Bill 159, the Securities Amendment Act, 1984, which 
was the first in a series of Bills that ultimately resulted 
in a new Part XIX, contained a section 89(4) which stated that 
"where an offeror makes an offer to acquire securities con- 
vertible into securities of another class, the offeror shall 
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be deemed to have made an offer to acquire securities of each 
class into which the first-mentioned securities are con- 
vertible...". That section was dropped before the new Part XIX 
wassenactedminsSeOtelosi,; “cre 75es .118). 


Shs Part XIX and the relevant Regulations and Policies 
constitute a complete code governing take-over bids and issuer 
bids. Generally, the rules are clear and detailed. If they 
were not, they would be unworkable. An interpretation of 


section 91 that it covers convertible securities would result 
in a rule that is unclear, without detail and, as is illustrated 
by this case, unworkable. 


4. If section 91 covered convertible securities, many 
unanswered questions would arise. In the context of this case, 
questions would arise as to how one would value the common 
share purchase warrants and the convertible debentures’ for 
purposes of the exemption in section 92(1)(c). 


5. The warrants are "out of the money", being exercisable 
at $30 per share, and accordingly cannot be valued by reference 
to the underlying share price. Even if the warrants were in 


the money, there would be many questions. Would one use 115% 
of the market price of the warrants? 115% of the market price 
of the underlying common shares? 15 2e Of the mankets price 
of the underlying common shares plus an incremental amount 
relating to the value of the ongoing right to purchase? 


6. The 8.5% convertible debentures of Falconbridge are 
all held by Placer Dome. How would they be valued with no 
market price for reference? The value of the debentures 
includes four components: the value of the 8.5% interest 


stream, the value of the right to convert, the value of the 
underlying common shares and the value of the right to be repaid 
if the company does not fare well, How would these components 
be valued for purposes of section 92(1)(c)? 


le We submit that these problems are the reason the 
proposed section 89(4) was dropped from Bill 159 and that the 
existing section 91 does not deal with convertible securities. 
This is a sensible result given the complexity of dealing with 
convertible securities in the context of section 92(1)(c) and 
given the Commission's ability to deal with abusive transactions 
through the use of the section 123 and 124 powers to issue 
cease trading orders and remove exemptions. 


8. The Canada Business Corporations Act, in section 187, 
specifically includes a convertible security and options and

At first sight, it may seem anomalous 
that shares underlying convertible securities and warrants 
should count in determining the number of shares owned by an 
offeror at the? datenoft ‘an offer,7ebut not *icount: -in'“the=number 
ofaashares*’ which S‘areltsubj ect ‘toi the soffert ifern i purposes: of 
determining whether the 20% take-over bid threshold has been 
reached.

Part B 


We accept that section 91 would apply to an indirect 
offer to acquire common shares of Falconbridge made through 
an offer to purchase common shares of McIntyre held by Placer 
Dome. However, we submit that the indirect offer would be 
for a proportion of the Falconbridge common shares held by 
McIntyre which is equal to the proportion of McIntyre shares 
which are subject to the offer. That is, the number of shares 
subject to an indirect offer should be the number which would 


be beneficially acquired and not the total number held by the 
holding company. 


If the exempting order first applied for is denied, 
Noranda would consider making an offer to purchase from Placer 
Dome part of its holdings in Falconbridge and McIntyre such 
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that the offer would be for fewer than 20% of the common shares 
of Falconbridge on an undiluted basis and, given proportional 
treatment of the indirect offer, on a diluted basis. 


If the order first applied for is denied, we hereby

The amendment to the Regulation to the Securities Act, (the 
“Regulation"), effective June 30, 1987 amended clause 14(h) 
of the Regulation by providing that the prospectus exemption 
provided for in paragraph 14 is available for trades in a cor- 
porate sponsored pension plan only where the decision to 
purchase the shares or units of such plan is not made by or 
at the direction of the employee of the corporate sponsor. 


In order to enable the Commission to establish the appropri- 
ate prospectus requirements for trades in corporate spon- 
sored plans, the Commission, by blanket ruling dated 
December 31, 1987, (11 OSCB 11) and by orders dated 
January 22, 1988 (11 OSCB 276) and March 31, 1988 (11 
OSCB 1424), continued the corporate sponsored plan ex- 
emptions to June 30, 1988.
